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The  Godfather  of  Soul 

James  Brown  has  more  honorifics  attached  to  his  name  than  any  other  performer  in  music 
history.  He  has  variously  been  tagged,  "Soul  Brother  Number  One,"  "The  Godfather  of  Soul," 
the  Hardest  Working  Man  in  Show  Business,"  "Mr.  Dynamite"  and  even  "the  Original  Disco 
Man."  This  much  is  certain:  what  became  known  as  soul  music  in  the  Sixties,  funk  music  in  the 
Seventies  and  rap  music  in  the  Eighties  is  directly  attributable  to  James  Brown.  His  transforma- 
tion of  gospel  fervor  into  the  taut,  explosive  intensity  of  rhythm  &  blues,  combined  with  preci- 
sion choreography  and  dynamic  showmanship,  served  to  define  the  directions  black  music 
would  take  from  the  release  of  his  first  R&B  hit  ("Please  Please  Please")  in  1956  to  the  present 
day.
